You are invited to visit Chinquapin Farm at 
any time during the Camellia season. We are 
located one mile east of Ocean Springs, Mississippi, 
on Highway 90, between Mobile and New Orleans, 
the new Highway 90 cutting right through our 
nursery. Hours are: week days 8 to 5 year round, 
and 1 to 5 on Sundays from January first to 
March fifteenth. 


TERMS AND PRICES —Our prices are net, cash 
with order either for plants picked up at the farm 
or shipped. No COD shipments. Crating for 
shipment will be made without charge, and unless 
otherwise directed all shipments will be made by 
Railway Express collect. Our responsibility ceases 
when shipment is turned over to carrier. 


When customer makes selection in our fields, 
plants will be priced according to individual char- 
acter and catalogue prices will not necessarily 
prevail. 


Any claims for error must be made within 
ten days after receipt of plants. -We are more 
than glad to correct any mistakes should they 
occur, but in no instance will our lability be more 
than the original purchase price of the plant or 
plants. 


GUARANTEE—Our plants are guaranteed to be 
true to name, well rooted and free from disease 
when they leave our farm. Since we have no 
control over the growing conditions after the 
plants leave us, we cannot guarantee them to live. 
That depends upon the knowledge and skill of 
the purchaser. 


From time to time, particularly in grafting, the 
amount variegation will vary from plant to plant 
and even as between flowers on the same plant. 
With that in mind we do not guarantee the amount 
of variegation in any varieties. 


FIELD GROWN CAMELLIAS 


All plants shipped from this price list are 
grown in the open field, under full sun and are 
grafted on either sasanqua or Sarah Frost under- 
stock from 6 to 8 or more years of age. They 
are dug directly from our own fields with generous 
ball of soil and pinned in burlap. Absolutely none 
of the plants listed herein are grown in tin cans.
